Containing ſome few Hints, of the Arts, 
Practices, Cuſtoms, and Geniuſes of the 
Puppet-Lawyers. 


URING the whole Time I was 

upon the Iſland I do not remember 
to have heard ſo general a Complaint 
of any one Grievance, as that of the vaſt Num-

; thoſe * 
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_ theſe Chiefs, while I was amongſt them, wore 


ſuch a profuſion of hair about his head, that an 


Ingenious Yawho made the following Diſtich 


on him. Thus Engliſh'd: 


If Wiſdom lies within a Mig, 
Hhat Man can look more wiſe? 
For his is ſo conſumed big, 
It covers both his Eyes. 


Now theſe Lines my Readers muſt obſerve 
were conſtrued by the Judges, as libelous, not 
witty ; but a moſt ſcandalous Reflection on the 
whole Body of Lawyers. And a large Reward 
was immediately offer'd for the Diſcovery of 
the Author. For it muſt be obſerved, that if 
there was any real Wit thought to be in the 
above Lines, it was the more likely to do the 
Author an Injury, than a Benefit. Becauſe 


thoſe Gentlemen do there imagine that they 


have an abſolute Right and Power to engroſs 


all the Wit of the Iſland entirely to themſelves: 


that is, I mean the Character, or rather, their 
own Conceit of it. And which they vend again ſo 
ſparingly, and ſo exceſſive dear, that thoſe who 
think it worthy their While to purchaſe any of 
them, are ſure to pay. five hundred times the 
Worth of it. And ſometimes it comes ſo cor- 
rupted and lamely from them, that it would 
puzzle a whole Engliſh-Court (were it to be 

1 brought 
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brought before them) to determine whether 
like were in it, the leaſt reſemblance of any 
Wit at all, or not. However, the Sovereign- 
ty of cenſuring, correCting, prohibiting, ex- 
hibiting and licenſing of all kinds of Wit, and 
even H umour, are ſo much their Province, 
and theirs. only, by a long Uſurpation, that not 
a Book of any Kind, or a Public-Entertainment 6 
of any Sort can gain a Suffrage but what muſt 3 
firſt wait their Judgmemt and Approbation be« © «- 
fore the Public dare to give it Countenance. 
And as they monopolize all the Trade and 
Common- Wealth of Wit to themſelves; fo do 
they alſo many other Matters of equal Uſe and 
Weight. And in particular, they are very 
great Judges and Dealers in certain Metals; 
as Gold, Silver, and more eſpecially that uſe- 
ful Compound, vulgarly call'd Braſs ; which 
they turn to a very beneficial Account. 

For, by a proper Application of their Braſs, 
they generally make their much ſmaller Por- 
tions of Gold and Silver yield them a very 
amazing Profit. For theſe laſt Commodities 
they generally diſtribute in the Embelliſhments | 
of their Cloaths, as about the Margins of their 
Hats, Coats, Waſt-coats &c. which, wonder- 
fully adds to the Beauty and Luſtre of their 
Perſons; and ſtamps a mighty Value on them.

tions of Braſs to a modeſt and Proof covering of 
their Faces. By which, they can ſecurely with- 
ſtand any Storm or Attack, whatever, except 
Blows. And by their abounding ſo happily in 
theſe good Qualifications and Commodities, 
thoſe ſkillful Alchemiſts (for ſurely they de- 
ſerve the Epithet) can ſo tranſmute their Me- 
tals as to make them anſwer every particular 
End they deſire. And by their repeated Ex- 
periments, they have found them to be abſolu- 
tely infallible in the mighty Buſineſs of Love: 
ſo that it may be as dangerous for a ſine Lady, 
and more eſpecially if ſhe be rich, to fall with- 
in the Circle of their Influence, as it would for 
the Eſtate of a Minor-Orphan to fall into the 
ravenous Hands of an Uſurer; or a dry Hay- 
Stock under the Eye of a Burning-Glaſs.

The firſt of theſe Claſſes, apply them- 
ſelves ſo much to the Magic-Uſe of the Drink- 
ing Glaſs, that they many of them become 
quite ſtupid, mad, and fooliſh, by their conti- 
nal Application and deep Study of it; beſides 
creating many other Diſeaſes thereby; not much 
unlike to our Gouts, Rheumatiſms, Palſies, Ap- 
poplexies, Fevers, Conſumptions, Epilepſies, &c. 
Sc that, in a ſhort Time, they become ſo highly 
learn'd in this glorious and enchanting Science; 
and ſo very uſefull to the Public in general, that 


A their Wiſdom in all other Things becomes 
thereby quite ſurpaſſing all vulgar Comprehen- 


5 ſion. So that, after having ſpent their Youth 
and Vigour in this laudable Practice, they at 
Length drop inſenſibly into their Graves, and 


gare ſeldom, or never miſs'd by the reſt of the 


World. But the other Kind of Glaſs, as ſup- 
poſed the chief Study of the Skippadi, is the 
Looking-Glaſs; And which, many People are 
of Opinion, is ſuperior to the Drinking-Glaſs: 


Word, ſor an Appellation of thoſe pretty Gentry, 
from the Sound of it, only, may anſwer ſome De- 
bate: But as the Inhabitants of that Iſland in gene- 
ral, are in their Nature ſomewhat ſarcaſtical; I am 
inclining to believe the latter; becauſe as the Sound- 
ing of it ſeems a little ſheepiſh, or goatiſh, or both ; 
I am of Opinion they conſtituted this Epithet as 
being a proper 3 to diſtinguiſh thoſe harmleſs, 
fimple Animals by, from the reſt of Mankind.

I have known indeed, myſelf many of the

2 Grace, and deport themſelves with as much 


apparent Grandeur, both in Look and Action, 

as the Yawdaw himſelf could have done: In ſo 
much that many of the fair Sex have been per- 
fectly enamour'd with the Delicacy of their 
polite and exquiſite Behaviour: Numbers of 
them being, alſo, of a very inſignificant and 
efieminate Caſt, And which, by the bye, is a 
little ſtrange too; becauſe I can honeſtly aſſure 
my Readers, that the Ladies, in that Ifland, 
are extreamly jealous of any Thing, that has 
the leaſt Reſemblance of themſelves. And the 
ſame Paſſions may likewiſe ſeem. to reign al- 
moſt predominant in ſome of thoſe pretty Ani:

been ſo plaguily nettled at their Miſtreſs's ca-

Inſolent andridiculous ! that, becauſe my 
Father hath left me a Fortune ſuperior to his, 
and for which I can claim no perſonal Merit in 
the Acquiſition, I muſt diſdain to treat him 
like a Fellow Creature, altho of the ſuperior 
Sex: An Inſolence unpardonable ! The Reverſe

been born as indigent as he now is, he would 
doubtleſs have ſhone with full as great, it 
not much greater, diſtinguiſhing Marks of his 
Birth and Fortune; and J might then have been 
happy in the Place of his Slave. The Sum to- 
tal of all which amounts to no more than this: 
That if I comply with my Uncle's Requeſt; I 
am to be watch'd and ſurvey'd, and circum- 
ſcribed in every Look and Action. And which 
are alſo to be conſtrued and reported, as the 
Ignorance, or Baſeneſs of their Wills, or a. 
their Geniuſes may happen to piompt them to: 
The Ill-Confequences of which, Imay not eafi- 
ly fore-ſee, or enumerate. But, if I follow

preſcribed Path into an abſolute Retrogradation. 
Here 
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Here ſhe unfolded herſelf to John, with ſuch 
perſuaſive Arguments and Art, that aiter many 
debated Objections, ſhe gain'd a perfect Maſtry 
of them all.

Iherein is contain'd a brief Account of 4 
Rebellion which broke out here; and 
a Copy of a remarkable Addreſs from a 
famous City, to the Yawhoop of 10 
pet-Ifland, thereupon. 


BOUT this Time, a furious Rebellion 
broke out in this Iſland; but indeed, not 

ſo much out of a Diſaffection to the Govern- 
ment, as it was the Contrivance of a neighb*rinz 
Enemy, who chiefly ſupported it: for few oi 
the Puppets join'd therein, but thoſe of deſpe- 
rate Fortunes, and the baſeſt of the People. 
For the Yawhoop himſelf was a Prince the 
moſt remarkable for Juſtice, and of the greateſt 
Humanity.

CHAP. YH 


Containing ſome curious Remarks and 6 
very ſurprizing Accident. 


HE above Letter, or Meſſage, 1 can 
allure my Readers is a genuine Copy of 

my own Tranſlation; and done as near as the 
Idioms of the two Languages and my own 
Judgement could poſſibly admit of. And this 
general Faſhion, of ſending up Letters of Con- 
dolence, or Congratulation, or dutifull Aſſur- 
ance, or what you may pleaſe to call them, to 


their Yawhoop, ſo encreaſed for a long Time, 


that, I OF believe, many hundreds of Block- 
Heads 


The one a noted Empirick ; and the other, © 
Kind of travelling Ginger-Bread Baker, 
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Heads turn'd Authors on this Occaſion; and 
thraſh'd their poor Brains tor Wit and Fine 
Epithets, who never before were ſuſpected of 
writing their own Names. And yet many of 
them were ſo far elevated by their own Con- 
ceiit, and fo much miſtaken in their Gen iuſes, 
* that the unhappy Effects of this dutifull Letter- 
IWriting are not yet ceaſed to this very Day: 
ſome of thoſe poor Souls having ſince run rav- 
ing mad, by purſuing the damn'd Itch of ſcribl- 
ing: and which they never dreamt of, till they 
conceived it was incumbent upon them to fol- 
low the Mode of Writing to Court. 

Others have left their Trade, and their Farms, 
purpoſely to learn to read, and to write; to the 
abſolute Ruin of their Wives and Families. 
Im ſeveral of their Market- Towns, while theſe 
polite Letters were writing, there was ſuch a 
plaguy Confumption of writing-Paper, that in 
one Weeks Time the Price of that Commodi- 
ty was advanced above cent per cent. And thoſe 
who kept any live- Geeſe about their Houſes and 
Commons, were obliged to keep them cloſe 
confined, for Fear of having their Wings plun- 
der'd by ſome Neighbouring- Scribe. 

Upon the proceeding of this ſtrict Prohibition 
of their Geeſe, the poor Crows fell a ſad Sa- 
crifice to their Rage of Wit and Loyalty; many 
thouſands of them being murder'd every Day. 
| | And 
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And this conſtant tragical· Practice upon the 
Crows, drew them, almoſt unavoidably, into 


other Inconveniences.. For their great Succeſs 


on theſe poor Carion, which was only for the 
fake of their Quills, ſo improved their Art and 
Judgement in /hoottivg, that in a little Time 
they could not avoid exerciſing their Arms on 
any thing that came in their Way ; though it 
were ever ſo much againſt the Laws of the Iſland. 
So that, at length, it was extremely dangerous 
for any Thing that became the Pot or the Spit 
to ſhew itſelf before them. And many other 
Things that ſuited not the Belly, became ne- 
vertheleſs Victims to their Sport and Pleaſure 
only. So that Lawfuits, Fines, and Impriſon- 
ments. were the frequent AA ers of theſe 
{llicit Purſuits. 

It happen'd one Day, that, as one of thoſe 
Poachers was about a quarter ofa Mile from his 
own Houſe, induſtriouſly ſearching after his 
Game, he eſpy' d, as he thought, under a Gar- 
den Hedge (for he was very near ſighted) two 
or three large Turktes feeding together, at about 


the Diſtance of forty or bey Vards from him. 
Upon which, he getting to another Hedge, and 


directing his Piece with great Care and Ea- 


gerneſs quite through it, he let fly at them. 


Upon which, not perceiving any thing to fiy 
away, he thought himſelf ſure of his Mark; 


where- 
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whereupon, he bolted like a Lion through the 
Hedge to gather up his ſlaughter'd Game: But 
to his great Diſappointment, when he came up 
to it, what ſr ould theſe Turkies be- now Rea- 
der, I ſhall ſurprize thee — but, oh ! Dire Con- 
ſequence ! the good Curate of that very Ham- 
let, amuſing himſelf in Works of Righteouſ- 
neſs, and infuſing his beſt Sprr:tual-Gifts into 
this very Shotſman's Virtuous Wife, who had 
thus groſsly miſtook them for Turkies: And 
whom the God of Vengance having thus di- 
refed the injured Huſband to, and (by the De- 
fect of his Eyes miſtaking theſe Beaſts for Fowls) 
he was now undeſignedly, but moſt ſufficient- 
ly revenged upon them both? For, by his well- 
aim'd Piece, he pour'd in upon the expoſed 
Parts of their criminal Carcaſes, a pretty toler- 


able Quantity of very large Shot: in ſo much, 


that they were both wounded to a very dange- 
rous Degree. 

But this Accident, NES it adminiſter'd to 
the poor Man the Satisfaction of revenging this 
great Injury done to his Honour, yet, it was 
the abſolute Ruin of him hereafter: For having, 
by this accidental Correction, detected them in 
the very Fact, he vaiuly imagined that the 
Laws of the Iſland upon Application, would 


make him ſome Recompenſe for this Treſspaſs. 


But here, he was greatly miſtaken in his Hopes 
| of 
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of "FP for he had no ſooner brought his 
Action againſt the Parſon for Damages ; but 
the Heads of the Clergy ſwore, one and all, to 
ſtand by the Curate, againſt all the Common- 
Laws in the World. 

And hereupon, they begun another Suit 
againſt the poor Lay-Man, in behalf of the 
Curate, in their own Court, that is to ſay, a 
Spiritual-Court. Where it was adjudged and 
decreed, that, by his firing upon the Parſon, 
it was committing a moſt violent Aſſault upon 
the Church; and wounding of her; that it was 
2 moſt inbuman and deſperate Contempt of 
their ſacred and holy Religion; and an intended 
Murder towards one of her precious Sons : that,

fore Death, without Benefit of Clergy. Tbis, 
they ſaid, was the Senſe of the Common-Laws 


of the Iſland. And by the Spiritual ones, they 


decreed, that his Perſon ſhould be immediately 


excommunicated ; and all his Effects confiſcate, 


and forfeited to the Church, W. hich was im- 
mediately put into Execution againſt him. 1 
OL 
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for his Wife, in good Conſideration, that ſhe had 

ſo ſeverely ſuffered for her Duty in the Service of 
the Church; they held it but Juſtice that the 
Church ſhould provide for her: upon which 
ſhe was immediately appointed to be one of 
their chief Pewopeners : and which good Office 
ſhe very thankfully accepted of.

\HE Hour being preſent, and every Thing 

now ready for my Departure, it is no 
eaſy Taſk to deſcribe the undiſſembled Griefs 
which fill'd the Boſoms of my Friend Stardall 
and myſelf. We wept, embraced, ſhook Hands; 
leſt one another, and met again, often repeat- 
ed the ſame friendly Ceremonies, and ſtill as 


| — that = ſhould be the laſt. But, as

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there was no avoiding the grievous Minute, I 
ſhall leave my tender Readers to conceive the 
reſt ; and now hoiſt our Sails for my long wiſh'd 
Return. 

My Wicker-Machine was ; vidual'd and ſtored 
with every particular, neceſſary for a Voyage 
with one Perſon) of fix Months Continuance. 
I had a ſpare-Sail, a Compaſs, Oars, a Tinder- 
Box, Matches, Lamps, Oil, Wines, Cor- 
dials, Biſcakes, Potted- Meats, a large Quan- 
tity of freſh Water; Pens, Ink, and Paper; 
Fire-Arms, and Amunition : and all my Mo- 
ney, Plate and Jewels, well ſecured in a Metal- 
| Caſe. So that there was Hot the leaſt uſefull 
Thing, which I could wiſh to take, but was 
conveniently beſtow'd in this my little Vehicle. | 
This Machine was taken in Two by the Puppet- 
Ship, with a ſtrong Harſer; but I choſe not to 
quit the Poſſeſſion of it, myſelf, on any Con- 
ſideration, out of Pretence that I wanted to 
find out her particular Train, and alfo, to 
uſe myſelf to the working of her, againſt the 
Ship left me. But in fact, I was loath to truſt 
my Treaſure to their Temptation; who might 
in the Night-Time have plunder'd her of all 
my moſt precious Effects, and then have turn'd 
her adrift, Or, they might have follow'd any 
other ruinous or more dangerous Method, to 
my Deſtruction. But to prevent all this, I laid 


in, 
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in, another Store of Liquors 1. on Board the 
Pupper-Veſfſel; becauſe I would not leſſen my 
own 'Sea-Store, before my Convoy left me, 
So that the Captain frequently came on Board 
my Bark, and ſeveral other Gentlemen, in 
Turn, who came with him as Volunteers, on 
this particular Occaſion : and ſometimes I had 
his chief-Officers, alſo; when bringing with 
them ſufficient Proviſions, we often enjoy'd a 
pleaſant and ſocial Interval. But I always kept 
my Pockets ſecretly arm'd with Piſtols, and 
myſelf ſober, for fear of a ſudden aſſault, for I 


thought that I could not be too cautious. Se- 


veral large Boats accompanied us great Part of 
the firſt Day's Voyage : during which Time we 


were all exceeding merry. But on the- ſecond, 


we had entirely loſt all Sight, both of them, 


and the Land too. 

It pleaſed Heaven to bleſs us with a pleaſant 
and favourable Wind, for ſix Days together;

much further. However, he ſpent the follow- 
ing Night with me; and perſonally kept me

, terval, it being very pleaſant Weather, we were 
. as merry and as agreeable as can be imagined.

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In the Morning about five o Clock, he and his 
Officers took their leave of me, when 1 made 
them all a little Preſent, each; which I had 
before prepared for that Purpoſe: and I defired 


the Captain, that he would do me the Favour 
to bear back with him a few Letters, which 1 


had got ready, for my Friend Stardall and 
other particulars: And I further requeſted of 
him, that he would be pleaſed to Report of me, 
that the laſt Words I expreſt to him at parting, 


was, that I ſhould ever retain the moſt dutifull 


and grateful] Senſe of the many Honours and Fa- 
vours I received from the Yawhoop, his Mini- 
flers, his whole Court, and his generous Subjects 
in general; eſpecially from ſome noble Perſonages 
of the fair Sex; whoſe virtuous Memories J 
ſhould always revere with the . __ 
ration. 

When we had ended all Buſineſs WY 


we embraced, and took our Leaves, with the 


greateſt Affection: Then, they all went on 
Board of their own Ship : when the Captain, 
and all his Officers having in pure Compliment 
to the Engliſh Faſhion, drank off a Bumper, 


each Man, to the King of Great Britain, they 


crown'd the Health with a Salute of eleven 


Guns. Upon which, I having return'd them 


my Thanks, with three low Bows of my Body, 
and my Head uncover d; I. alſo, took up a 
Bumper, 
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Bumper, and &rank it off, to the Yawhoop of 
Puppet-Iſland. At which, they gave me three 
 Damb-Chears ; or flouriſhes with their Hats and 
Caps: then, the Ship ſtanding immediately 
about, I inſtantly diſcharged four Piſtols and a 
Blunderbus. For which they return'd me three 
loud Chears, and ſo we parted. | 
And now, every Thing ſeem'd as propitious 
to me, in my Return home, as they had been 
to the contrary, in my laſt Voyage. For, be- 
fore the Puppet - Veſſel had departed from me 
twentyfour Hours, I ſpy'd a large Ship bearing 
after me, on my Larboard-Quarter. This 
Sight gave me inexpreſſible Joy; ſo that Load- 
ing a Blunderbufs pretty deep and well-ram'd 
with Wadding, I prepared to give her a Signal ; 
in Caſe they ſhould chance to alter her Courſe 
from me. But, to my great Satisfaction, in 
about-four Hours Time, they came up within 
a Cable's Length of me: and with the greateſt 
Amazement imaginable, had been ſurveying me 
for ſome Time with their Glaſſes. But being 
now near enough, they, to my inexpreſſible Joy, 
hail'd me in the Portugueze Language.

The ingenious Author of a great Work, 
call'd Pompey the Little, hath been pleaſed to 
ſtyle that worthy and learned Genleman above 
mention'd, the King of Biographers. For which 
good Deed, I will alſo, confer upon him, the 
Title of Archbiſhop of Romance; for, being the 
firſt Perſon, who, by divine Providence, hath 
happily placed this Imperial Crown upon his 
Majeſty's Head.

pires, I would not change or forfeit. 

While all her Attendants were ſtruck, like 
Statues, immovably dumb, with Wonder, at 
this unexpeted Thunderbolt ; judge, gentle 
Readers, what extatic Torrents, of merptel⸗ 


ble Tranſports flow'd round the Heart of Si- 


vius. At this joyfull Declaration (while fhe

unht Condition to undertake ſuch a Fatigue. 
However, that the Sea might have as little 
Share in their future Diſpoſal as poſſible; and 
alſo to give. his lovely Bride as much Pleaſure.

my Money one and a half per cent per Annum: 
And have Land-Security for the ſame, as good 
as was to be had in the whole World. And. 
that if I ſhould have an Occaſion to call my 
Money in again, I ſhould have it in fix Months 
Time. But that if I could let the Principal 
continue but a very few Years, he was confi- 


dent that I * eafily purchaſe the whole 
Eſtate 
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Eſtate by Degrees; at a very moderate Price. 


This Propoſal, though it was deliver'd to me 
with all the neceſſary Airs of Perſuaſion, I de- 
clined: and told the Gentleman, that Mort- 
gages were a Kind of Matters I did not at all 
underſtand, nor did I care to concern myſelf 
about them. And moreover, that I had no 
Money to ſpare for any ſuch Uſe. That the 
Trifle I had, was employ'd in Trade; nor 
could it be leffen'd without Injury to my Buſi- 
neſs.

And what is ſtill more aggravating, that I may 
not yet get clear of him, he is now employ'd 
againſt me by our Adverſary in the preſent Cauſe:

But now, my Friend, let us do the beſt 
we can to extricate ourſelves from thoſe dread- 
ful Plunges.
